5* In addition to lenses, the factory produces laryngoscopes and glass-cutting 
machines (about 100 to date). The laryngoscope is a special type developed 
by Goorz end known under the trade name Relaskop© j it is said to employ a 
binocular eyepiece and to give a three-dimensional view. The production 
cost of a laryngoscope Is shout S 600. These products are shipped directly 
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to the USSR. The raw materials are obtained froir left-over Gorman stock® 
which include flrst-clas* optical material and e large supply of a tael* 
fb© optical glass itself is Irreplaceable* as it 1© not being produced 
at this tine. In addition to ©took© on hand, a good many material© are 
obtained on the black market by Trinki , the purchasing agent.

No optical instruments for military purposes are being manufactured at 
present.

ments formerly produced, and several weeks ago the Soviet© requested 
designs of infantry range finders which can be used for distance© up to 
ttr.nty kilometers. Production of these range finders could be undertaken 
©t any tiro, since all the specialists in their manufacture are still 
working at Goerz 0 

The employees of Goers were instructed to hand over to the Russians all 
designs of military instruments formerly produced., The employees war© 
further instructed to state, in the event that Western Allied authorities 
In Vienna made inquiries, either that Goers never possessed design© of 
military optical instrument© or that the designs had been destroyed by 
bombings. 


Its early November the management issued orders to destroy all existing 
construction plans for instruments, and sever© punishment© for disobedience 
were threatened* Complaints have been voiced on the destruction of the 
plan© because "ithout them certain instrument© could not be produced in 
the event of a return to normal production*
